equal interest has been displayed in 
the coming 
congress. 
Conservation 
sentiment in Washington is, however, 
regarded as being of particular im­ 
portance in view of the attitude as­ 
sumed by Governor Hay, who issued 
the call for the governors’ conference 
after he had made the demand upon 
the congress officials that his repre­ 
sentative be allowed as much time on 
the floor of the Auditorium as w ill be 
extended to the president of the U n it­ 
ed States.

PRESERVE 


Proposition to Establish One in H ar­ 
din County, S. D. 


Pierre, S. D., Aug. 12.— State Game 
W arden Bancroft has received from 
the national warden in charge of Mon­ 
tana a request that he join in efforts 
to make the Slim Butte, Cave Hills, 
and Short Pine Forest reserves, of the 
Sioux reserve, a national game pre­ 
serve for deer. 
A ll these reservations 
are in Harding county and are near to­ 
gether and could be used as one na­ 
tional preserve. 
The warden reports a few deer yet 
left in these forest reserves, but like­ 
ly to be exterminated at an early date, 
even if killed under state regulations. 
If these reserves are made into a na­ 
tional game preserve, under control of 
the forest rangers, who ar*1 going over 
the country continually, they would re­ 
ceive protection which the state war­ 
dens cannot give them. 
W hile Mr. 
Bancroft has not yet decided what ac­ 
tion he will take he is inclined to fol­ 
low the suggestion. 
County game wardens, from reports 
coming to the state wardens, are hav­ 
ing trouble to get local hunters to un­ 
derstand that th” licenses they se­ 
cured last year are no longer a pro­ 
tection to them.
